2. On ll April, air rmancuvers wore held in storny weather. Thirty single- 
engine aircraft took off in rapic succession and asserbled in three squadrons 
of ten planes. * Also on 1, ‘pril a total of 16 sincle~engine aircraft 
crashed, according to infor:nation received by source at the tine. Thirty 
single-engine planes were counted in the air at 6 poem, The last plane 
landed at 6:16 p.m. Soviet officers said that the accident was cue to 
stormy weather. i 


3. On 17 April, the persons ldilled in the crash, a totel of 31 flying per~ 
sonnel, including officers and f', were buried in Potscam, All of the 
officers of the units stationed at the airfield were present at the funeral, 
Political officer Lieutenant Colonel Ivanov, (fnu) » together with other 
officers ranking from major upward investigated the crash hetween 1h and 
16 April, It was learned from talks with cfficers that other aircraft 

25X1X had crashed and not all the victims had been found. The Corman 
employees at the field were officially is:formed that a number of officers 
were on furlough, Six officers, including two lieutenants billeted in roon

Lh. On 19 April, twin~en:ine aireraft practiced flying between 9:30 an. and 
2pm. There was an overcast. The white numbers 8, 43, and hh were 
on the fuselares of three single-engine planes parked south of the na TA 
quarters building. Lajor Ivan Rapkin and another major were promoted to 
ee of lieutenant colonel. Captain Ritneister, (fu), of Uniti 
was billeted in room 23 of building 23. He wore blue-borderec 25X1X 
golden epaulets and the pilot insignia, but he was never seen flying

revellle. Building 22 housed storerooms for military goods and clothing.

6. It was rapeabedly observed that the main guard detail was composed of one 
artillery officer and 6 ii, The sentries had 2h)-hour euard duty, An

7. Schoolroons for officers, who wore colden-bordered blue epaulets, were in 
buildings 3) and 36. leps were seen on the calls o: the schoolrooms, The 
MVD of the alr force unit was quartered in building 25 anc the artillery
